W'aid said that in order lo 
he impartial, he had a case' 
invoN mg a shoplifting charge 
against Chandler^s wife trans- 
ferred 1 0 Mun icipal Court . 
which IS not in Ihe DA's jurist 
diclfon. He said he did this 
because the amount involved 
was less than $2.50, 

When Garrison look the 
!iiand, he was cross-examined 
by Sessions on the question 
of an alleged $52.0CO bribe 
offered to him by rackets fig- 
ure Carlos Marcello. 

CHANDLER HAS teshfied 
that he could have told the 
grand jury “from personal . 
know ledge d* tliat such a 
bribe offer was made i 

Garrison today again denied | 
there was such a bribe offer. I 
*'i>e never had any bribe of- 
fer and I never told anyone I ; 
did/’ he said.

was Pershing Gervals. one of 
his former aides. He said 
Gervais later told him the 
report was not true.
